AT THE PRESENT TIME THE PROSPECTS for ‘establishing perma- 
nent world peace could not be said to be encouraging, but neither is there 
reason to believe that a third World War is inevitable. In no country is 
there greater hope for lasting peace than in Canada, for although we were 
not subjected to direct attack, this country has participated actively in two 
great wars in the last thirty years and has learned the great cost of modern 
warfare in men and resources. It is now realized, however, that with the 
present rapid developmients in acronautics, we woud be liable to attack in 
another war, regardless of where hostilities should break out. With this 
in mind, Canada’s armed forces are being trained in advanced methods of 
defense, although it is earnestly hoped that it will never be necessary to 
call them into service for this purpose.

Learn Lessons 
Had Western Europe been well prepared for attack 
From The Past in 1940, the Germans might not have set out on 


their great program of aggression, or had they started, they might have 
been successfully turned back. Preparedness against attack by peace-loviirg 
nations may indeed be a powerful instrument in discouraging aggressive 
warfare, and in training an efficient defense force for Canada is in no way 
giving up hope for a lasting peace, In training her armed forces Canada 
is also profiting from experience gained in the, last war, and is emphasizing 
the value of combined action of the army, navy and air force in modern 
warfare, The effectiveness of siich co-ordination was proved by the Ger- 
mans in their “blitzkrieg” attacks in the early part of the last war, and 
in the gigantic combined operations used by the Allies in the invasion of 
the continent.

At the National Defense College at Kingston, On- 
tario, officers are now being given training in inter-

also receiving instruction in international politics with emphasis: on the 
underlying political situations which lead to.war. As a further step in 
broadening officers’ training, provision has been made to re-open the Royal 
Military College at Kingston next fall, and to admit cadets from the three 
armed services. At the Royal Roads Naval College at Wictoria, air cadets 
have already been enrolled and next September army cadets will also be 
admitted there, In this way, reserve officers will be trained in the very 
important. matter of co-operative action among the three armed services. 
While it is not pleasant to contemplate the possibility of another war, we 
should nevertheless appreciate the fact that thought is being given here to 
the need for preparedness in these uncertain times,

May Develop 
Perennial Wheat 
In 10-20 Years 


University Of Saskatchewan 
Scientists Say Plenty Of 
Time Needed To Cross 
Wheat And Grass Plants 

SASKATOON.—University of Sas- 
katchewan scientists estimate 10 to 
20 years may be needed for comple- 
tion of experiments that hold stag- 
gering possibilities for western ag- 
riculture development. of pererinial 
wheat. 

Cautious researchers will make 
few predictions except that plenty of 
time and a fair amount of luck are 
involved in crossing thousands of 
wheat and grass plants to obtain a 
bread wheat that will come up every 
spring without seeding. | 


_ 


But many agriculturalists say per- 
ennial wheat, if developed, might be 
a shot in ic arm for western farm- 
ing. 


A perennial wheat would mean a 
| tremendous annual saving in seed and 
labor costs. The Heavy root struc- 
ture characteristic of perennial plants 
would aid soil and moisture conserva- 
tion—vital on the Prairies with un- 
certain rains. and persistent winds 
that sweep away precious top. soil. 
The straw probably would have a 
higher nutritional value for the soil 
than would straw from annual 
wheat. 

Achievements to date are growing 
in a greenhouse plot comprising less 
than 50 square feet. From crosses 
of wheat with a hardy native grass 
made in 1938 Profesor L. H. Shebeski 
has a few prize perennial plants with 
normal wheat heads but a stalk that 
stays green even after the head has 
ripened. 

But the plants ate too tender for 
rigorous western climates and before | 
the strain is ready for the farm, re- 
sistance to cold, drought, insects and 
| disease must be bred into successive 
| generations, 
| With only the best specimens. of 
each generation suitable for further 
breeding, Professor Shebeski said “It 
is very improbable that a perennial 
wheat of economic importance for 
western Canadian agriculture will be 
produced in the next decade or two.” 

The work started in Canada in 1938 
was interrupted by war in 1941 and 
resumed in 1945. Similar experiments 
began’ in Russia in 1928.

Unclaimed In 
Canadian Banks 


OTTAWA.—A cool $1,500,000— not |

Canada's banks told the same old 
wonderful - but - almost. unbelievable 
story of unclaimed balances, divi- 
dends, certified cheques, drafts and} 
bills of exchange.

Canadain banks conforming routincly 
to the requirements of subsections 1-4 
of section 117 of the bank act. 

They said that supposedly better- 
heeled persons have apparently for- 
gotten the tidy sum of $1,431,477,25. 

The unclaimed sums range from 17 
cents to $24,623.12. The address of 
the woman in whose name that big 
amount is listed as “unknown”. Many 
of the thousands of dormant amounts 
run into four figures but by far the 
greater majority are the savings of 
little people—$10.27 and -$39.03 and 
$21.94.

WRESTLERS REALIZE THE NEED OF VITAMINS (This Referee Has 


IN DIET TO KEEP PHYSICAL ABILITY 


(By Ted Reeve in Toronto 
Evening Telegram) 

Whether you are a wrestling filbert 
or not you have to admit that the 
grapplers, besides being among the 
smartest of athletes, have a terrific 
amount of stamina, if only to keep 
up with the travelling they do. Be- 
tween bouts and over the ropes both. 

Most of them were big, strong 
chappies to begin with but all have 
built up the muscular power with 
exercise and training (we remember 
Whipper Watson when he was a 
stripling of 185 pounds).

A num- 
ber of the heavyweight wrestlers 
have been adding vitamins, both gen- 


eral and certain special ones, to their! 


daily menus and the reports show 


consistent improvement in energy 
and genera] health. 
“Quick recovery from injuries, 


clearing up of long-sustained infec- 
tions, improvement in eyesight and 
more bounce and power are some of 
the results. To get down to cases, 
the following sums up our experi- 
ences; 

“Vitamin A seems to get good re- 
sults in both eye and skin conditions,. 
The young athlete can get A mostly 
from yellow and green vegetables 
and from fish liver capsules. 

“The Vitamin B complex (there 
are some eighteen parts to this im- 
portant one) improves the whle 
nervous system. That's something 
that any highly-geared athlete wants 
to keep in top shape if he is going 
to stand the stresses of competition. 
Vitamin’ B is found in wheat germ, 
milk, yeast, meats (especially the 
glandular parts like liver, heart, etc.)

call “black-strap” molasses, 

“Vitamin C has been found to be 
an aid in fighting infections. I have 
seen a number of cases such as neu- 
ritis, boils, colds, etc., which have

Something To Remember

when household greenery is not 
needed for morale, with so much 
coming on outdoors, break the vines 
into six to eight-inch lengths, trim 
off a leaf or two from each plant and 
place in glasses or jars of water like 
bouquets. 

In a day or two tiny roots will be 
seen emerging from the _ sections 
where the leaves were removed and 
in a short time the container will 
be filled with a mass of white roots. 

Sweet potatoes are easily killed by 
frosts, so the plants should not be 
planted in the garden until the mid- 
dle of May. Result: A nice crop of 
sweet potatoes in September. 

So, if winter lags and the ground- 
hogs and other weather prophets do 
not give satisfactory reports, create 
an early spring right in the living 
room, First thing you know spring is 
here with a bang — bursting buds, 
you know.-

The normal foot consists of a longi- 
tudinal arch extending from the héel 
to the ball of the foot, and a trans- 
verse arch reaching from the ball of 
the foot to a point just behind the 
little toe. 

These arches are in the nature of 
springs. They absorb the shock of 
the body's weight, so that as one 
stands or walks they are constantly 
changing their shape to adjust them- 
selves to the weight and thrust upon 
them. The attached muscles and 
ligaments help to raise and lower the 
bones of-which the arches are built. 

It is obvious then that the arches 
should have full play, which means 
that they should not be interfered 
with by shoes which are too tight or 
too short, or which would in any 
way impede the full movements of 
bones, ligaments and muscles. 

The best time to start care of the 
feet is in infancy. The first pair of 
shoes is one of the :nost important 
pairs in a lifetime. The one thing 
that doesn’t matter about them is 
style. ‘ 

They should be fitted—not’ forced 
on—and attention should be paid to 
the fact that the baby’s foot is likely 
to grow quickly. Square toed shoes 
with straight inner edges and ample 
space are what the child needs. A 
baby should not be allowed to walk 
too much or to stand too long. His 
feet may easily flatten out under too 
much strain because his bones and 
muscles are none too strong. 

As for adults, all shoes should be 
well-fitting but not too tight. They 
should be large enough to contain the 
feet with comfort when the wearer is 
standing or walking. The wearer's 
toes should not touch the front end 
of the shoes but should have freedom 
of movement. The shape of the 
shoe should correspond to the out- 
line of the foot. 

The upper part should not bind or 
restrict the longitudinal arch of the 
foot, The heel should be comparative- 
ly low, Socks should be well-fitting 
but not tight. 

As for ill-fitting shoes, narrowness 
tends to cause bunions, corns and 
sometimes over-riding and develop- 
ment of hammer toes. Pointedness 
in the toe of the shoe draws the line 
of the foot outward and may cause 
fiat feet, Excessively high heels 
load on the arches 
which may break down under the 
strain, .

Six Hundred Years Ago 
Black Death Swept Europe 


WASHINGTON (AP).— Six Hun-| 
dred years ago in 1348—the Black | 
Death swept Europe. It was one of! 


the greatest calamities of all time. | 
Millions died, and historians esti-| 


mate that by the end of the century | 
the disease had killed up to one- 
fourth of Europe's population, or| 
possibly 25,000,000 persons. 

In China another 138,000,000 per-| 
sons died in an outbreak at about 
the same time. 


To this day the seeds of the Black | 
Death—bubonic plague—are scatter- | 
ed through the world. Since 1898 it | 
is estimated more than 12,000,000,000 | 
have died in India. 

But medical scientists believe they | 
now have the means of substantially 
reducing the chance plague ever will 
spread again over the glohe. 

As medical scientists piece to- 
gether the puzzle, it may well have 
been there were two super-important 
passengers aboard the 12th century 
war transports that tied up at an 
Adriatic seaport. 

One of these was Richard Coeur 
de Lion, King of England. The other | 
was a black, beady-eyed rat, a hitch- | 
hiker. Nobody paid any attention to} 
the rat, but he far outranked the! 
lion-hearted king in influence on the} 
destinies of men and nations. ,. | 

The rat caried Pasteurella Pants, | 
Asiatic seed of the Black Death. As 
years passed, P. Pests gradually ex- 
panded out of the Adriatic area until 
finally he burst over the entire con- 
tinent of Europe. 

Some medical authorities say the 
Black Death finally burned itself out 
because no susceptible victims re- 
mained, 

Developed Immunity 

When it returned in 1361 it is esti- 
mated only half of the population 
became ill, One authority, the late 
Hans Zinsser, says each successive 
wave became less destructive of life 
because more people were immune. 

All through the centuries man 
vaguely connected plague with rats. 
Dead rats were observed when the 
disease raged. But generally it was 
believed the disease was Divine 
punishment. 

It wasn’t until around 1900 that 
it was definitely established that the 
rat or other rodent harbors the dis- 
ease; the rat is bitten by a flea; the

the plague to him, The disease in one 
form, may be communicated from 
man to man. 


Plague doesn’t kill the rat flea, 
but it causes congestion in his diges- 
tive organs. If he bites a victim he 
can't consume the blood. His “suck- 
ing” organs suddenly collapse and 
thus give the’victim a “shot” of con- 
taminated blood, 

The U.S. Public Health Service 
says plague among rodents exists in 
many places in the world today. 
Plague has been found in the U.S. 
as far inland as central Kansas, 
health officials say, but they have 
no great fear there will be an 6ut- 
break of the Black Death. 

Medical scientists recently have 
discovered sulfa drugs are valuable 
in treatment and “believe the new 
drug, streptomycin, may prove so 
also. New and more powerful fica 
and rat killers, including DDT and 
the peison R-1080, are proving ex- 
tremely effective.

Good Plans Will Help 

In special government bulletins on 
the subject and in Canadian seed 
catalogues will be listed a lot of vital 
information for the gardener in ad- 
dition to descriptions of the flowers 
arid vegetables. Experienced garden- 
ers would never think of planting 
vegetables, flowers or shrubs without 
some of this vital information. With- 
out it even the best of them would 
be creating a jungle rather than 
something ‘tidy, beautiful and most 
satisfactory, And a jungle is some- 
thing far different from an informal 
jlayout. Few experts would advocate 
a formal garden with all the flowers 
in prim rows or squares, but neither 
do they suggest broadcasting seed in 
jevery direction, planting little flow- 
ers behind tall ones or putting clash- 
ing colors side by side. In the vege- 
tables, too, they urge more room for 
big or tall things like corn, cucum- 
bers and potatoes than for narrow- 
growing lettuce, beets and carrots, 


Give Them Reom 

Generally speaking, all plants re- 
quire at least half as much space be- 
tween them as they are high at ma- 
jturity. With big trees this means 
from 20 to 40 feet, with carrots it 
means only about 2 inches. Again 
the proper depth to plant seeds is 
about three times the diameter. With 
tiny seeds like poppies, alyssum or 
turnips this means merely pressing 
the seeds in the soil, with big things 
like gladioli, bulbs, potatoes and dah- 
lias it means from 4 to 8 inches. 


Cultivate First 


Either in the fall or early spring 
the garden shoul@ be thoroughly dug 
or plowed, This will turn in manure, 
rotted vegetable material, etc., de- 
stroy a lot of weed seeds, pests, etc., 
and put the soil in condition for fur- 
ther and fine working. It will also 
mix top and immediate sub-soil and 
tend to more evenly distribute natur- 
al fertility. At this time it is advis- 
able to work in all the old dead 
weeds, vegetable tops and any ma- 
nure that has been obtained. The 
new gardener is too inclined to burn 
all. rubbish and leaves or send it

Dominion 
Cerealist Retires 


OTTAWA, — Dr. Leonard H. New- 
man, for 25 years a power behind the 
throne of wheat kings, has retired 
from the post of dominion cerealist. 

He was appointed in 1923 to suc- 
ceed the late Sir Charles Edward 
Saunders, developer of the world- 
famous Marquis wheat. 

Under Dr. Newrman’s direction as 
head of the cereal divison of the ag- 
riculture department's experimental 
farms service, have been evolved im- 
portant new vagieties, notably the 
rust-resistant Renown, Regent and 
Saunders wheats used in Western 
Canada, 

These and other varieties—Corona- 
tion and Cascade Wheats, Vanguard 
and Beaver oats and Garnet and Re- 
ward wheats—have brought wheat- 
king titles to many growers. 

Dr. Newman, 66, was born at Mer- 
rickville, Ont. He graduated from 
the Ontario Agricultural College at 
Guelph in 1903 and did post-graduate 
work at Iowa State College, Cam- 
bridge University and at Svalof, 
Sweden. 

From 1905 until his appointment as 
cerealist, he was secretary-treasurer 
of the Canadian Seed Growers’ As- 
sociation, In 1936 the University of 

New Brunswick conferred on him an 
honorary degree of Doctor of Science.

— Edna McConnell of 
Dauphin, Man., only non-male agri- 
cultural representative in the prov- 
ince, frowns on the idea of women 
following her lead even though she 
has created an impressive record in 
her field, 


“I don’t think women can do the 
work of an agricultural representa- 
tive,” said Miss McConnell. “I got 
into it only because of the war.” 

But Dauphin district residents will 
have no part of Miss McConnell's 
modest contention, They think of 
the comely, 34-year-old miss as re- 
sponsible for making their area 
“tops” in the province where boys 
and girls farm clubs are concerned. 

Miss McConnell became the first 
and only female agricultural repre- 
sentative in Manitoba in 1941 when 
John Conner, who held the Dauphin 
post, joined the air force, Previously 
she had been at Dauphin with the 
extension service of the department 
of agriculture. 

Miss McConnell, who “grew up in 
agriculture” from her birth at her 
parents’ farm at Petersfield, took 
normal school training at Saskatoon, 
then her degrée of bachelor of science 
in agriculture. 

Returning to Manitoba, she joined 
the Dominion-Provincial youth train- 
ing scheme as itinerant instructor 
until she went to Dauphin in 1939 for 
the extension service. When she 
succeeded Conner she was first ap- 
pointed acting representative but the 
province gave her the full title in 
May, 1946.

BLEEDING WOUNDS — Bleeding in spurts indicates severing of an artery. Steady flow indicates 
a vein has been cut. Bleeding from an artery should be stopped by applying pressure of the thumb, 
a compress or coth pad over the artery at a point between the bleeding wound and the heart. In

bleeding from a vein (steady flow), pressure should be applied on the side away from the 
heart. Where bleeding is-not severe, tourniquet may be made by tieing handkerchief, cloth, belt,
